As re- 
flected by the labor bureaus both 
government and private, which are 
‘n cbose touch with conditions, the 
unempfoyment situation presents the 
elements of a tproblem which mizht 
scemingly develop into one of magn‘- 
tude. Both skilled and unskiiied 
‘abor is badly affected. The former 
by the slump in industrial act'vity and 
the laftter through the circumstances 
which follow as © natural conse- 
quente. Many plants are running at 
about a quarter of thelr normal pay 
rolls, while the majority are reduc- 
ed ‘by at least half. The metal trades 
are in a spectally serious positon and 
much additional unemployment ‘has 
Seen caused lby ‘the laying off of at 
‘east 2.500 men by the Canadian Pa- 
ciflg railway jhere.

NEW YORK PAPER

Claims Wall Street Outrage Was Dismissal of Employee Who is a 


DUE TO GRIT 


Work of Vengeful Workmen 
or Sympathisers 


| New York, Nov. 11.—The New York 
| Evening World today publishes a 
three-page article under the headline, 
|“Wall Street Explosion Solved,” in 
|which it gives the remlt of its inde- 
pendent investigation of the disas‘er 
which took nearly two score of ives 
jlast September, and seeks to link the 
‘outrage with the ‘‘butiding trust eraft” 
now under investigation by a foint 
legislative committee. 
Blames Labor Men 

The Evening World maintains that 
the explosion, instead of being the 
work of anarchieta, as charged by 
Chief Piynn, of the department of jus- 
tice, or ‘the Third Internat'onale,” as 
jcharged by prwate investigators, was 
really a plot of labor men or labor 
\syimpathizers, directed in revenge 
jagainat Robert P. Brindel, president 
jof the building trades council, Brindell 
workers demolishing the stock ex- 
change building annex at Broad and 
Wall street, and contractors hiring 
Brindell men, 

Revenge the Motive 

Naming a unton and pointing out 
that Brindell had many enemies in la- 
bor ranks, the Evening World says: 

“The Evening World here presents 
proof that 1,800 ren, nearly all for- 
eign born, sober, industrious, efficiemt 
and well disciplined. have, within a 
space of 18 months, been subjected to 
an amazing conspiracy of greed and 


\injustice and the explosion was the 
culmination of this tyranny.” 
“The Evening World does not 


charge the union, as @ union, with re- 
aponsibility, It was the work of in- 
dividuals, possibbly ingide the union, 
possibly the work of sympathizers.” 

The paper, in setting forth its the- 
ory, asserted that members of the 
regular union had been kicked off 
every building job in New York; that 
they were half-starved by monthy of 
idleness; that, unknown to its driver, 
& wagon containing a time bomb was 
sent to the stock exchange annex by 
“frenaied workmen or sympathizers,” 
to “get 85 Brindei workers alleged 
to have been engaged on the job by 
the wrecking firm of Albert A. Volk; 
|that the wagon became tied up and 
couk] not get near the building; and 
that when the driver went 
phone, the bomb exploded. 

The pauper charges that Raymond 
Clark, a foreman on the job, who was 
reported to have said that he had seen 
the driver, was hot within three 
weeks, in an attempt to silence him 
for ever. 

The Evening World admits that its 
investigation failed to shed light on 
the thrents signed ‘Anarchist fight- 
era’ found in a mail box near the 
scene of the explos'on.

This is the time 
of year when coal production 
and distribntion should be going 
forward most energetically. No 
jone knows what the course of the 
| winter may be.

erwards. Distribution can be made 
with greater economy and certain- 
ki now than later on.

As a consequence their 
product does not suffer from as 
heavy an overhead, or non-produc- 
tive cost as does that of the do- 
mestic coal mines.

The railways 
need coal all the year round. Be- 
sides, steam coal will stand open 
storage, and the railways are able 
to finance the purchase of surplus 
stocks. The individual household- 
er, who in the bulk constitutes the 
chief market for domestic coal, 
only needs coal in quantity during 
the winter months. Domestie coal 
will not stand open storage; and 
the average householder is not 
usually in a position to finance his

Edmonton oin Armistice Day 1920 
hardly compared with Edmonton 
on Armistice Day 1918, when thou- 
eands of citizens joined in the a:most 
delirious demonstrations of the allied 
world in proclaiming the dawn ot 
hard-earned victory and tae era of 
peace, 

But Edmonton observed the sec- 
ord anniversary of ware cessation 
jwith reverence and serious thought. 
The two-minute silence directly arter 
12 o'clock noon, was fairly generally 
observed by the individuals and in- 
dustry. As is usua: in arrangements 
of the nature there was considerable 
conflict in exact time and intentions 
but the event was commemorated in 
a spirit in keeping wita the occasion 
for the most part. 

In the provincial government build- 
inge all employees ceased work for 
two minutes at 11.30 in the forenoon 
since @ proper observance of the 
event was ecarcely possible at the 
miid-day closing hour. In response to 
the sound of the fire-alarm gongs 
throughout tae buildings al. work was 
stopped for the interval, while the 
flag’ was run up io half mast over 
the legislative chamber. 

Following national orders the rail- 
way systems connecting with tne city; 
observed the two-minute silence, 
whi.e street cars were also halted up- 
der municipal direction in various 
parts of the city, In stores, offices and 
industrial concerns the brief period 
for allowing the mind to recall the 
significance of the great war and the 
enormous sacrifices it entailed, was 
observed very generally in tne city. 
Thousands of school children too 
stood silently at attention in com 
memoration of the day. 

A great many veterans of the great 
war, from outside points were in the 
vity for the day, but no formal de- 
monstration was held by the G.W.V.A. 
The dance in the Memorial hall at 
night under G.W.V.A. auspices was 
the only speciai event arranged by the 
officials, 


HUM OF INDUSTRY 
HUSHED AT MID-DAY 


Toronto, Nov. 11—Canada'‘e ordin- 
ary activities, in practically all parts 
of the Dominion were suspended for 
two minutes at noon today in si:ent 
and honorable memory to the Cana- 
dan warriors and nurses, who, by the 
sacrifice of tieir lives, helped to make 
possible the eigning of the armistice, 
victoriously ending the Great wer, on 
November 11, 1918. 

Reports trom all directions indicate 
general observance of the proclama- 
tions of the authorities that this tri- 
bute be paid to the glorious dead 
“whose name liveta for evermore.” 
The great railways and te‘egraoh 
systems, from coast to coast, as well 
as local industries, in all big cities, 
stopped operations for two minutes, 
silence prevailing for the period, as 
far as possible. 

Immediately afterward various 
celebrations took piace in the big 
cities and towns of the Dominion. In 
some centres there were open air 
Divine services, and in some. cases 
military parades. 

The governor-general and the 
Ducaeas of Devonshire, who are visit- 
jing Toronto at present, attended a 
| special service at noon in St. Paul's 
Anglican church, where the Rey. Dr, 
Cody officiated. 

There was a big open air service, 
also during the noon hour, In front of 
the city hall.
